Several “fifth columnista"—de­ 
scribed by FBI officials as "con­

eight saboteurs-have been arrest­ 
ed and, it was announced, others 
may be taken into custody in the 
near future. 
Speculation that other sabo­ 
teurs and spies may have been 
landed from submarines along the 
Atlantic coast was deprecated by 
FBI officials who said:

HE American soldier of today is a bet­ 
ter educated man, take 
him 
in the 
r ass, than was his predecessor of 1917. 
Only nine percent of those in the last war 
had completed high school or had any col­ 


leg e training, whereas forty-one percent of 
all u lu te soldiers inducted so far have been 
through high school, some with a little 
work at college to their credit.

ASHINGTON — Inside reaction of A d­ 
ministration advisers to the political I 
tribulations of Winston Churchill is mixed.

rooter for him politically; and* (2) some 
of the Army and Navy officials who are 
inclined to think he is a little too debonair 
to be a hard-boiled, thorough going mili­ 
tary executive. 
All, however, pay great tribute to his 
morale-building genius and the great serv­ 
ice he did England in pulling it out of the 
slough immediately after the Chamberlain 
fiasco. 
His Administration critics, however — 
and they are very sympathetic critics — 
point out that morale in England is now 
tops, and what she needs is a 
ruthless 
weeding out of inefficiency, and a tough 
executive. 
Most interesting sidelight on the cur­ 
rent Churchill debates 
in 
the 
House of 
Commons is the reaction on the Inner Circle 
here. 
Some of them view the problem of 
keeping Churchill in office almost as “ the 
second front.” 
They have come to know 
and like Churchill so well that perhaps 
unconsciously they regard each problem 
in the light of “ what effect will this have 
on Churchill politically?” 
Some U. S. strategists in the Army and 
Navy were quite frank in 
their criticism 
of Churchill’s House of Commons speech 
after his last visit here, and felt th a t he 
had made political capital out of Roose­ 
velt’s promise 
of 
tanks 
and planes for 
Libya. 
W hatever Churchill takes back with 
him 
this time will have been won with 
more difficulty. 
However, those close to 
the picture are not greatly worried about 
his political future. 
They point out that 
although the majority of Churchill’s own

like to get rid of him, they don’t dare have 
a general election, because most of them 
face wrathy electorates

DIET AND HEALTH 


Various Kinds of Diagnosis 
Reveal the Heart's Condition 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


HEART DISEASE is becoming 
one of the three or four most 
prevalent American diseases. This 
is partly due to the fact that 
Americans now live longer—long 
enough to get heart disease—and

also partly due to the perfection 
of our means of diagnosis in recog­ 
nizing the different forms; few 
cases get missed, so they all get 
in the statistics. 
In fact th* oldest and still one 
of the best methods of objective 
diagnosis, the use of the stetho­ 
scope, was developed in connection 
with its use in recognizing heart 
disease. The difference between 
objective diagnosis and subjective 
diagnosis is that in subjective di­ 
agnosia the patient* tell you what 
is the m atter; you can neither 
prove nor disprove it. If a patient 
says,“I have a headache/' there is 
no way on earth for you to tell 
whether that is true or n o t 
Objective Diagnosis 
J In objective diagnosis the phy­ 
sician tells the patient. If a pa­ 
tient has a heart murmur, the 
stethoscope will reveal it and the 
doctor is on safe and certain 
ground. 
t 
Another indispensable method 
of examining the heart in an ob­ 
jective way is the X-ray. It will 
tell the size of the heart, any 
bulges in the heart or great ves­ 
sels. It tells things that the stetho­ 
scope cannot tell because there are 
certain limitations to the stetho­ 
scope. When a condition of the 
heart is deep-set under layers of 
lung tissue, the stethoscope can­ 
not bring it to th* examining ear. 
I saw a patient the other day who 
showed great dilatation of the 
heart and great vessels on the X- 
rav, whereas three very competent 
physicians had just pronounced 
the heart and chest entirely nor­ 
mal. 
Blood Pressure Apparatus 
Still another method of examin­ 
ing the heart is the blood pressure 
apparatus, which tells the condi­ 
tion not only of the heart but of 
the entire arterial system. 
The last of the great objective 
methods of examining the heart is 
what is known as the electrocardi­ 
ograph. This is a very delicate 
electric galvanometer which is 
able to record differences an elec­ 
trical potentialities when a muscle 
contracts. The heart, being a mus­ 
cle, makes a record on th* electo ­ 


ral diogram 
which 
reveal; 
the 
working of its muscular contrac­ 
tions. • 
By these methods, the examiner 
can tell what is the m atter with a 
heart often without even asking 
the patient a question. The heart 
makes certain sounds during its 
contractions and relaxations and 
these are tran sm itted by th* 
stethoscope. There are certain nor­ 
mal sounds and there are a number 
of abnormal sounds. 
With the X-ray the examiner 
can tell the exact size of the heart, 
its position in the chest and 
whether or not it has any weak­ 
ness in its walls. The blood pres­ 
sure apparatus tells the examiner 
how much work the heart has to 
do and how much work it is doing. 
The electrocardiograph tells 
whether the contraction wave of 
the heart passes over the right 
pathways, whether it doe* so in 
the normal time and whether there 
are any interruptions or irregu­ 
larities in the contraction wave. 
By these various means the exami­ 
ner has an objective record of th# 
heart in action. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. W.: Do you think the head of 
a bed being raised up twelve inches 
is of any benefit to a person with 
low blood pressure? 
Answer: No. 


E. 
S.:—Should anyone with 
sinus trouble wear a hat or any­ 
thing on their head? Does night 
air make sinus trouble any worse?, 
Answer: People who have sinus 
trouble are very sensitive to 
changes in temperature, drafts, 
etc., but so far as my experience 
goes, these changes do not affect 
the course of the disease unfavor­ 
ably. There is no reason why a 
person with sinus disease should 
not wear a hat and at the same 
time there is no reason why he 
should. Night air comes under the 
subject of changes in temperature 
which I have mentioned above a; 
being one of the factors which 
makes sinus patients uncomfort­ 
able. If a person with sinus disease 
doses the bedroom windows, that 
will have no influence one way or 
the other on the progress of the 
disease.

SHOTGUN DEATH WEAPON 


Coroner 
Returns 
Verdict 
Of Suicide Following 
Investigation 


Samuel Jacob Hoy, 62, a retired: 
farmer living with his brother-in- 
law, James Storts, near the Piek- 
away-Franklin county line, killed 
himself Saturday in an unusual 
case of suicide. 
Coroner ,B. T. 
Hedges, Sheriff Charles Radcliff 
and Deputy Bryan Custer investi­ 
gated the death, Mr. Hedges re­ 
turning the suicide finding. 
Hoy was living with his broth- 
er-in-law and was in no apparent 
ill health, but had often been 
heard to state that he would never 
be a burden to any one. 
A bachelor, he seated himself 
in the farm yard near the house 
and placed a double-barreled shot­ 
gun to his heart using a stick to 
touch off the trigger. 
Storts and neighbors were in 
the barnyard when they heard the 
shot and on reaching the scene 
Hoy was dead. 
Coroner Hedges said the man 
probably died instantly. 
Only motive for the man’s ac­ 
tion was the fact that he had been 
worried for sometime about the 
war situation and the fact that he 
had to register in the fourth draft 
sign up. Since he signed his draft 
papers the 62-year-old man has 
made daily trips to the mail box 
to get the papers and read the 
war news, according to friends. 
Even though he would never have 
been called into military service, 
the war and draft had preyed on 
his mind for several weeks. With 
the set backs the Allies have been 
receiving in the last week, it is 
believed that this might have been 
his only motive for taking his 
life. 
No letter or note could be found 
to explain the action. 
After the inquiry by county of­ 
ficials the body was taken to the 
Kistler Funeral Home, Lithopolis.
